Milk for School Children 
Is Worth Extra Effort 


In Tuesday’s Pulse of. the Public, a 
Decatur citizen deplored the failure of 
local school systems to take advantage of 
the program to encourage consumption 
of more milk in school lunchrooms in 
Georgia. 

The letter was timely and should be 
called to the attention of PTAs and other 
groups over the state. Of supplemental 
funds to provide an additional half pint 
of milk, the state last year returned 75 
per cent to the federal government. Of 
an a tion of $1,754,943, the state 
returned $1,374,425. 

It is difficult to find out why the 
school systems fail to use the funds. Ap- 
parently the profit ceiling of one cent on 
the additional half pint makes it unat- 
tractive. School officials don’t even bother 
to make application for the funds. 


Use of the funds would serve a two- 
fold purpose—help build child health and 
assist the dairy industry. 

While there are perhaps some nega- 
tive aspects of the program, surely 
the good which would come from pro- 
viding this extra milk for growing young- 
sters would outweigh the small effort 
involved in making it available.

Dr. Andre Cournand, 1956 No- 
bel Prize winner for medicine, 
said in Atlanta Wednesday that 
the tremendous advances made 
in heart surgery in the past 15 
years are “only the beginning of 
an era of progress.” 

French-born Dr. Cournand, pro- 
fessor of medicine at Columbia 
‘University, predicted that pa- 
tients with ‘‘a number of diseases 
other than congenital heart dis- 
ease will benefit from cardiac 
surgery in the future.” 

Dr. Cournand, who is in Atlan- 
ta to speak at Emory University 
medical school and Grady Hospi- 
tal, noted that the heartbeat has 
been completely stopped for 
surgery in a few cases. If a tech- 
nique for stopping the heart can 
be perfected (it is still experi- 
mental), new operations could be 
performed on the organ, he said. 

Asked if he believed the heart 
tan ever be “transplanted” from 
one human body to another, he 
replied : 

“Why not? Research scientists 
already have transplanted lungs 
im dogs experimentally. .. . Fif- 
teen years ago, no one thought 
that you could successfully treat 
congenital heart disease.”’ 

Cournand said he will go to 
Stockholm, Sweden, to receive 
the Nobel Prize on Dec. 10. He

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Tarzan and His Tigers 


On a summer night in 1930, a carnival stopped in 
Fort Worth, Texas, and a teen-age youngster pinned 
the touring wrestler who challenged all comers. Thus 
began one of the strangest careers in sports, a career 
which carried Arthur E. White to All-America fame and 
the Rose Bowl, to professional football stardom, to vir- 
tually every wrestling arena in the nation and finally to 
Menlo High School. 

Menlo is a small community of 453 citizens on the Alabama 
border in northwest Georgia. Arthur E. White, better known as 


' Tarzan, coaches the football team, which is a strong contender for 


the Region 4C title. 

It is appropriate that Coach White 
has an unusual team, for he is an un- 
usual coach. He is a member of the 
Menlo faculty and teaches math, but 
wrestling remains his profession. While 
his team plays only once a week, Coach 
White usually takes on three opponents. 
He matches wits with football rivals on 
Friday night, and tangles with other 
members of the grunt-and-groan colony 
in surrounding cities on Thursdays and 
Saturdays. 

‘It makes for a busy week,”’ 
White said the other day, discussing 
his exceptional career via telephone, 
“but I like it. I just enjoy coaching, 
otherwise I wouldn’t coach.” , 

A Apparently White is doing a fine job 
= of coaching. He introduced “football to 
Menlo last year, and the official record

shows that a zero tie with Cave Spring represented the peak of a 
winless season. But, with a varsity squad of only 13 players, Tar- 
zan’s Tigers have romped to a 6-1 record this run. Their latest 
conquest was a 73-6 blitz of Adairsville. Asked why he rolled up 


such an embarrassing score, White replied, ‘“‘How can you put 
in the second team when you don’t have one.” 


* ——All-America Guard With Phi Beta Kappa Key 


In addition to being the only active wrestler coaching foot- 
ball, White is one of the few Phi Beta Kappa members in the 
trade. He proved that guards aren’t necessarily dumb by posting 
a straight A average at Alabama while earning his All-America 
credentials under the late Frank Thomas in 1936. Tarzan by- 
passed the phys ed class to major in Romance languages; and 
speaks Spanish as fluently as English. At Alabama, he roomed 
with Perron. Shoemaker, the Georgia end coach, who rates the 
Menlo coach one of the finest football players he’s ever seen. 


There was a long gap between wrestling dates for White 
from the day he stunned the carnival giant in Fort Worth until 
he was introduced to Strangler Lewis in Los Angeles in 1938. 

“I started playing pro football with the New York Giants 
after finishing Alabama,’’. White explained, “and we won the 
national championship in my second season. We went to L. A. to 
play an all-star team, and I met Lewis. He taught me the wrest- 
ling trade, so I began to wrestle in summer and play football in 
winter.’ 


White continued in the pro grid ranks until he was called into 
the Army in 1942. And that’s where his coaching career started. 
Stationed at Chatham Field in Savannah, he was a playing coach 
for three seasons. 


—The Coach Played Football and Wrestled 


During the °45 season, he was ordered tc New York to coach 
the Mitchell Field team, and it was there that White probably set 
a record for activity by one athlete. 


‘I coached and played for the Army team on Friday, played 
for the New York Giants on Sunday and wrestled a couple of 
matches during the week,”’ he says. 

‘“‘How did a man who has toured all of the U.S., Australia 
and various South Pacific areas as a football player and wrestler 
wind up in Menlo?” you inquire. 

“I was fed up with traveling,’’ he replied, ‘“‘so my family 
and I settled down in Jamestown, Ala., across the line from 
Menlo. They wanted a coach,.so I took the job.’’ 

The final question pitched to Coach White was, 
you get the nickname, Tarzan?”’ 

“T used to play in the woods a lot and catch snakes when I 
was a youngster in Atmore, Ala.,”” he answered, ‘‘so the kids 
named me Tarzan.’’ 

The Tarzan created by Edgar Rice Burroughs seems rather 
dull, compared to Menlo’s Tarzan.

“As it is the manifest right of 
any of these nations to take such 
decisions and actions, it is like- 
wise our right—if our judgment 
so dictates—to dissent. We be- 
lieve these actions to have been 
taken in error. For we do not 
accept the use of force as a wise 
or proper instrument for the set- 
tlement of international dis- 


putes.”’ 
Furthermore, the President 
said later, “we are forced to 


doubt even if resort to war will 
for long serve the permanent in- 
terests of the attacking nations.” 


OPPOSITE SIDES 


The President twice indicated 
that in the General Assembly the 
United States will be on the oppo- 
site side from its allies, Britain 
and France. First, he said the 
attacks on Egypt “‘can scarcely 
be reconciled with the principles 
and purposes of the United Na- 
tions to which we have all sub- 
scribed.”’ 

Second, he said there can be no 
peace without law and that “‘there 
can be no law if we were to in- 
voke one code of international 
conduct for those who oppose us 
and another for our friends.’’

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31 (® — The 
United States has extended more 
than 13 billion dollars’ worth of 
economic aid grants and loans to 
the four countries involved in the 
Middle East fighting — Britain, 
France, Egypt and Israel. 


This is the grand total estimated 
by the Commerce Department for 
such aid shipments in the 11 years 
since World War II. 

Additional billions—the precise 
figure is secret—have been made 
available in weapons to France 
and the United Kingdom during 
the last five years. 

Britain has been given the big- 
gest slice of economic aid—$6,900,- 
000,000. All but $4,200,000,000 of 
this was in loans. 

France ranks as the second big- 
gest beneficiary of American as- 
sistance, having received nearly 
5% billion dollars. The biggest 
chunk, $3,800,000,000, was in grants. 

Since it was founded eight years 
ago Israel has been awarded more 
than 400 million dollars, including 
250 million dollars in grants. 

Egypt, which has been receiv- 
ing aid only since 1952, has been
